December 1, 1935. The city's share 
of the cost of these operations, and 
the public works created by WPA 
forces, are set forth in my last an- 
nual message addressed to your hon- 
orable body. The total cost to the 
city on WPA projects from December 
1, 1935, to May 1, 1937, not includ- 
ing certain Items of engineering, su- 
pervision and labor, has been $130,- 
000.00. 


During; 1936 the city was reauired 


by the Federal government to con- 
tribute, in materials and equipment, 
approximately 25 to 30 per cent of 
the total cost of WPA projects. 
In 


order to compel municipalities to In- 
crease their contributions to tbe cost 
of WPA, the 
Federal 
government 


now demands that all materials and 
equipment costs in excess of $5.00 
per man per month be paid by the 
cities. 


There are at present 636 employed 


on WPA and WPA has promised to 
give employment to 130 more) now 
on home relief, which will make a 
total of 766. This number will fluc- 
tuate throughout the year, depend- 
ing on private employment available 
and other factors. 


To keep this number of men em- 


ployed on worth-while projects hav- 
ing a real and permanent value to 
the city, with the city, on the new 
basis of distributing the cost, paying 
for practically all of the materials 
and equipment, means that the city's 
cost will be more in 1937 than it was 
In 1936, but not as much as it would 
he if the city were compelled to trans- 
fer those now on WPA to home re- 
lief rolls. 


The attitude of the Federal govern- 


ment on unemployment relief, and 
the relation of WPA to our local 
government, and the rules and regu- 
lations pertaining thereto, are con- 
stantly changing and are unpredict- 
able.

VERMONT TO MARK 


160 YEARS IN UNION 


Prepare Now for Celebration 


in Year 1941. 


Montpelier, Vt.—"Fourteen years 


M in Independent Republic—One 
Hundred and Fifty Years as a State 
of the Union." Such U the unique 
story which will be reviewed in 
1941 when Vermont dedicates the 
entire year to a statewide recog- 
nition and celebration of the. 150th 
anniversary of her admission to the 
Union. 


Plans are to be outlined by a 


state commission provided for in 
a joint resolution Just signed by 
Governor Aiken. The commission 
is to report its suggested plans and 
program to the Vermont legisla- 
ture of 1939. 
, 


This recognition by Vermont may 


tend to make all states of the Union 
admission-conscious, since Vermont 
was the first state to be admitted 
to the Union after the original thir- 
teen. This was the starting of a 
"Long, Trail," over which thirty- 
four other states have followed Ver- 
mont into the United States, a pro- 
cession of states beginning with 
Kentucky in 1792 and culminating 
with New Mexico in 1912. 


Build Up Program. 


Governor Aiken's signing of the 


joint resolution passed by the legis- 
lature is not merely an official com- 
mitment to the idea of the recog- 
nition of the 150th anniversary in 
1941 but also a signal for the mo- 
bilization of the people of the state 
in support of a 1939-1941 program 
of so-called "Sesquicentennial Ob- 
jectives." 


The attainment of these ojectives 


during 1937-41 is regarded by Ver- 
mont as the building of an appro- 
priate and necessary preliminary 
stage setting to prepare the state 
for the formal recognition and cele- 
bration in 1941. 


A five-point program has been 


built up out of suggestions sent to 
the state chamber of commerce by 
individuals, organizations anii news- 
papers. The program affords the 
following picture of some phases of 
the Green Mountain state in 1941, 
resulting from the proposed pio- 
neering and perfecting activities dur- 
ing the last four years of the first 
150 years of the life of the state: 


During 1937-41 the attractiveness 


of Vermont shall be greatly en- 
hanced through the wholesale re- 
moval of roadside and other blem- 
ishes which here and there disturb 
the exquisite beauty of Vermont 
scenery. Special attention by the 
towns to th-a erection of road di- 
rection signs along town r u r a l 
roads 
will enable citizens and 


guests easily to find their routes. 


Expect to Be Busy 


Vermont's welcoming hospitality 


both in winter and in summer shall 
become familiar to many more peo- 
ple through the speeding up of va- 
rious activities and developments. 


Vermont 
shall become 
busier 


through playing to the movement 
for - the 
flecentralization 
of indus- 


try, thus restoring and building up 
industrial activity in the valley and 
mountain villages. 


Vermont shall become more wide- 


ly known through the expansion 
into other fields of originality and 
initiative recently displayed in the 
official handling and reporting of 
town and state finances and af- 
fairs. Vermont town and state re- 
ports have become "news" in other 
states, because they have demon- 
strated 
"modernization" 
in the 


handling and reporting of local and 
state finances and affairs. Four oth- 
er states have adcpted the Vermont 
plan of a "town report competi- 
tion." 


During 1937-41 Vermont shall wit- 


ness the utter extinction of the old- 
fashioned town report. "Moderniza- 
tion" in these documents shall seep 
into every nook and corner of the 
state. Thus the mass production of 
modernized public reports shall be 
achieved in Vermont, which is serv- 
ing as an experimental demonstra- 
tion plot in this regard.

Coronation Issues 


Great Britain will issue a single 


coronation stamp of 1%-pence value, 
printed in soft brown. Like Cana- 
da s single 3-cent coronation stamp, 
this one will carry the portraits of 
the new king and queen. 


In design, the British stamp will 


differ decidedly from the plain King 
Edward Vin style. Scroll-work will 
frame the portraits. 


Lack of time to prepare more en- 


gravings is said to be one reason 
why England and some of her colo- 
nies and dominions are printing only 
one coronation value. 


New Zealand's coronation stamp 


will show portraits ot both rulers. 


Australia will announce her coro- 


nation adheshe soon. The common- 
wealth is planning to replace its cur- 
rent stamps with a new set at the 
time of the coronation. The designs 
will center around the new British 
rulers, with the queen's head on the 
penny stamp and the king's head on 
the 2-pence. 


Fewer Stamps In J93fi 


Kent B. Stiles' report of the total 


stamps issued throughout the world 
in the past year shows a drop for 
1936. 
The total -ftas 1,415, compared 


with 1,900 in 1935. 'The figure does 
not include stamps from civil-war 
torn Spain. 
The annual Stiles re- 


port is seldom completed until this 
time of year to_ insure a fairly com- 
plete record.

not cure the unemployment situation 
in New York state as It is not a 
temporary condition," declared Philip 
Kerker, of Albany,'assistant adminis- 
trator of the 'Works Progress Ad- 
ministration, who was guest speaker 
at the Rotary luncheon meeting in 
the Governor Clinton hotel this noon. 
\ Mr. Kerker's topic-was "Facts and 
figures about Unemployment In New 


. York State." In the short time al- 


• lotted to .the speaker, he gave a com- 
' prehensive picture of how WPA is 
attempting to solve the problem. 
Present unemployment conditions, he 
:said, can be traced back in 1910, 
'when labor-saving machines began 
to throw men out of work in increas- 
ing "numbers. Then came the after- 
: math of the World War. The old 
'i philosophy that any man .who wanted 
i.work could find it, the rule previous 
''.0.1909, began to work unsatisfac- 


• torily. A situation unique in the his- 
' to'ry .of. thfe cpuntry presented itself. 
For :a time. private relief and city 
and town public relief agencies were 
•'able' to take care o£ men who could 
not find jobs. But in 1925 people 
began to be so heavily taxed they 
•were no Ipnger able to bear the 
burden. Unemployment on a large 
scale began in 1928-29. It was then 
believed to be temporary, hence the 
TERA, or 
Temporary Emergency 


Relief Administration. This mode of 
relief was 'extended until 1933 when 
it was found too heavy a load. In 
1935 the WPA was conceived. 
: The speaker explained the differ- 
ence between the TERA and the 


' WPA. "With the former, ' an able- 


bodies man was allotted certain re- 
: lief by several days' work in each 


•week. Under the WPA this method 


'•was abandoned and the unemployed 
. were given steady work at current 
' wages on projects all over-the coun- 
: try. These projects must be on tax- 
: supported property and sponsored by 


some local 
public agency.

employed men in the so-called white- 
collar class and the large groups be- 


• ing turned out by schools and col-

adaptable. 
To meet the need of 


such persons the Adult Emergency 
Education Program was formed with 
courses being taught on cultural and 
vocational subjects.

WPA's biggest problem, for in that 
group there is to be found the source 
of the most political agitation.

are facing something not temporary, 
he said, but it is a problem which 
will be with us for years to come.
